. F. Seebeck, who had become prominent in 
The Seebeck recent years through the contracts entered into 
between him and several Central and South 
Issues. American States, providing for annual new 
issues of stamps, the same to be printed by Mr. Seebeck, or his representatives, 
and his compensation being provided by means of the stamps of the previous 
issues remaining over in the hands of the governments concerned. The 
contracts with Honduras, Nicaragua and Salvador, which embodied these 
provisions, were entered into in 1889 and were intended to run for ten years. 
Nicaragua and Salvador maintained the integrity of their contracts up to 
their expiration, but the Legislature of Honduras, in 1895, rescinded their 
agreement and the annual issues ceased thereafter. The first stamps issued 
under the contracts appeared in 1890, and it might almost be considered a 
peculiar coincidence that the year of expiration of the various contracts 
should be marked by the decease of one of the principals. At first the 
demand for the stamps printed by Mr. Seebeck was an enormous one but 
gradually it decreased owing to a growing prejudice against the flocd of un- 
necessary issues. The stamps were all sold at cheap prices and hence were 
attractive to the younger class of collectors in particular, and, notwithstand- 
ing the prejudice which has existed, they have been among the most popular 
stamps. We can now definitely inform our readers that the contract which 
expires this year was not renewed by Mr. Seebeck and that the issue of 1899 
marks the end of the interesting period. The executors or assigns of Mr. 
Seebeck do not intend to enter into any new agreement looking to the pro 
viding of stamps under such arrangements as had previously been made, and 
we consider it extremely doubtful that any one else will attempt to step into 
his shoes. It may be safely assumed that any such speculation would be a 
losing one, as Mr. Seebeck’s own experience has shown that no money can 
be made out of such transactions, the countries concerned being constantly 
on the increase and their postal requirements necessitating such a large supply 
of stamps for their actual postal needs as to wipe out all possible profit on 
the transaction.

COUNTERFEITS. 
The stamps of the 1856-72 issues of 
Uruguay, have been extensively forged. As 


would be a long and elaborate task 
jescribe all the different forgeries, we sha 
only give a minute description of some 
points pertaining to the genuine, and by the 
absence or presence of which it will be 
possible to ascertain whether a doubtful copy 
1s a genuine or forged specimen. 

Issue of October, 185¢ 

The three values are identical in every 
respect with the exception of the inscription 
in the bottom tablet 
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The lines of the inner frame do not join 
at the upper right corner. 

There are two microscopic horizontal 
dashes at the left side of the stamp, between 
the outer frame and the body of the stamp 
and at about on a level with the horizontal 
lines of the inner frame. 

The seventh vertical dash from the top in 
the Greek border at the left is broken. 

Two of the rays formed of dashes, to the 
right of the sun, about half way between the 
chin and the hair, go beyond the circle. 

Issue of November 6th, 1857. 

120 centesimos. 

The inner line of the outer frame at the 
left goes through the ‘‘c”’ of ‘‘ CORREO.” 

The ‘‘1” of ‘‘ 120” has no serif, and the 
‘*s” of **CENTS” touches the line above it,

The Ideal Collector's Catalogue, 


PRICED OR UNPRICED 








By Sir CHARGE. 


It is not often in these last few years that we have given the public any 
report of the friendly discussions which take place in our select little coterie, 
but the subject of a catalogue by collectors, for collectors, is one of such 
general and far reaching interest that I feel it would be boorish on our part 
not to place our views before our fellow philatelists. 

By way of preface, I may say in explanation to American readers 
that we are a small family party of enthusiastic philatelists who meet in a 
sociable manner to discuss any matter of topical philatelic interest in a free 
and easy manner over cigars and coffee. We have no special interests to 
serve, no wheelbarrow of our own to push along at others’ expense; our only 
object, in fact, is to discuss freely and openly any and every question affect- 
ing our hobby. Sometimes our conversation is general, sometimes it runs in 
the direction of specialism, and sometimes it is very personal, but never of- 
fensive. Our little coterie is somewhat cosmopolitan in its tastes. We have 
a curious medley of all views, specialists and general collectors, rich and 
poor, bloaters and anti-bloaters. Indeed, sometimes I am almost forced to 
believe that we agree on only one point, namely, that everything personal 
or otherwise must play second fiddle to the general good of our beloved 
hobby. 

The evening was far advanced when Mr. Charles Perf announced him- 
self as the first comer, but, by the time he had lit up, my old and valued 
friends Téte Béche, Wide Roulette, Pelure, Marcus Aurelius, Signor Correos, 
Wadhwan and others had also arrived. 

‘‘Well Sir Charge" said breezy Téte Béche,‘‘ what’s the order of the 
day ?” 

As my mind was full of the subject I at once suggested that we 
might profitably devote the evening to a consideration of the suggestion 
made at a recent meeting of the Philatelic Society of London, at which 
some of us were present, that collectors should produce.a catalogue of their 
own. I confessed, by way of opening the ball, that I was strongly in favor 
of the idea, for it seemed to me absurd that we should entirely depend upon 
any dealer’s catalogue for guidance in the arrangement of our stamps and 
the range and definition of varieties. Why, I asked, should not our leading 
collectors set to work and produce, as suggested in the paper read by Mr 
Nankivell, a catalogue which should embody the results of the most ad- 
vanced philatelic knowledge. 

“ Shall I tell you why such a catalogue will never be produced by those 
authorities ?” interposed Mr. Charles Perf. 

I turned round to the interrupter and said I should be glad to hear his 


reason. 
‘“*Well,” said Perf, “for the very simple reason that if they put all their 


knowledge into such a catalogue as you wish them to produce, you and I 
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and many other dear innocents would be as wise as other serpents and 
should fall to picking the apples in their philatelic gardens of Eden. That's 
the reason why, Sir Charge.” 

* But that is a very selfish view to take,”’ said I. 

“Very ! said Wide Roulette impressively. “I should be sorry to regard 
such eminent philatelists as we have in our minds in any such light, and I 
feel sure our young friend has allowed a passing prejudice to blind his better 
nature.” 

‘* All right,” said Perf, resignedly, “write them down philatelic saints 
who labor most distinterestedly for the benefit of philately.” 

“As they most assuredly do,” said I, and I instanced the splendid mono- 
graphs they had given us in the past and a number of others that were 
promised. Then having thrown some more oil on the troubled waters, I re- 
turned to my subject, and following the lines of the suggestion contended 
that collecting would be placed on a more definite and better basis if we had 
an authoritative catalogue giving all normal varieties in large type and all 
legitimate varieties in small type, and I emphasised especially the need of 
an authoritative definition of minor varieties. I pointed out that at present all 
kinds of philatelic cripples were being listed as genuine varieties and it was 
high time that we had some limitations to the recognition of varieties. 

“I cordially agree,’’ said Wide Roulette, “and I see no reason why such 
a catalogue should not be produced. I understand that the proposal has 
been laid before the London Society, and I can scarcely believe that that 
society will not in good time see its way to come to the help of the general 
body of philatelists in the manner suggested.” 

“T also can cordially agree with the suggestion,” said Marcus Aurelius, 


‘ 


‘but who is to bell the cat? who isto do the work? It is all very well to 
say the London Society should undertake it, but even if they did undertake 
it what chance would there be of their completing it? Ask any specialist 


who has given his days and nights to the study of a particular country if he 
is prepared to undertake the writing up of the list of his country.” 

‘*I’ll undertake my country, right away,’ responded Wadhwan; and we 
all laughed heartily. 

“We are not all so fortunate as friend Wadhwan,” continued Marcus 
Aurelius. ‘‘His minor varieties are not very perplexing, but some of us are 
wedded to countries concerning which even the best informed are com- 
pelled to admit that their knowledge is far from complete. In every direction 
we are faced in the case of the most important countries with unsolved 
problems. In the teeth of such idmitted facts, it would be unwise, I will go 
further and say it would be absurd, to attempt the catalogue proposed.” 

“ If we accepted our friends’ dictum there would be an end to the pur- 
suit of all philatelic knowledge,” said Téte Béche. ‘‘ He contends that until 
you know everything you must attempt nothing in the way of published 
knowledge. That is to say, regarding a catalogue for collectors from his 
point of view, we must abandon now and for ever even the bare possibility 
of its ever being undertaken by some specialist collectors. We know per- 
fectly well that in all probability not a few so-called philatelic problems will 
never be solved, and, forsooth, because we cannot arrive at completeness in 
every direction we must not even attempt it in any direction. In all other 
studies an entirely opposite course is taken. Information is systematised 
and tabulated up to date, and it is added to and completed from time to 
time, as opportunity offers. But in philatelic matters specialists are openly 
advised to bottle up their information.” 

‘Not at all’ interposed Marcus Aurelius. ‘ Specialists are constantly 
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giving their fellow collectors the benefit of their researches in special articles 
in the philatelic press, and in papers read before Philatelic Societies.” 

“ Then I must take it that what they object to is the condensation and 
concentration of that knowledge in catalogue form, the only form in which 
itcan be made available to the general collector,” responded Téte Béche. 
“I confess,” he continued,” that I am much puzzled at the position taken up 
by such an eminent collector as our excellent friend Aurelius in this matter. 
If he represents the general view of leading specialists he must not be sur- 
prised to learn that it is regarded as a dog in the manger policy. However, 
I question if he does represent the general body of specialists. Obviously 
such a work can only be done by a combination of talented philatelists 
such as can only be found in a leading society. But there is no reason why 
we should look only to the London Society. If it refuses to take up 
the work I see no reason why one of the other great societies should not 
earn the kindness that will certainly accrue to the society that produces 
a catalogue that is every collector’s need.” 

“And what about pricing? Is it to be priced or unpriced?” asked 
Pelure. “ I understand the proposal to be for an unpriced catalogue.” 

“ Of course it is,” said Charles Perf, ‘‘we have no business to act as if 
we were dealers.” 

“ Then I am afraid gentlemen, your catalogue will not be a very popu 
lar one even among collectors,” said Signor Correos, ‘‘for the collector, be he 
collector-dealer, or not, likes to know the market value of his stamps."’ 

“He can get that from the proper source, the dealer's catalogue,” re- 
torted Perf. ‘“‘ Besides, what right have you to price other people's goods ? 
The man who buys the goods to sell again can be the only judge of the price 
at which he can afford to sell them. It's the same with stamps as with other 
commodities. Their selling price must,in the nature of the business, be 
almost entirely dependent upon the price at which they can be bought.” 

“That may be true in regard to very rare stamps,” said Signor Correos, 
“but the general run of stamps have a general market price which is mainly 
decided by their relative rarity and in nine cases out of ten the collector is 
as good, if not a better judge than the dealer of the relative value of a stamp 
The collector sees all stocks. The dealer sees rarely any but his own. The 
collector is therefore in a better position for fixing market values than any 
dealer can be.” + Ry 

“ That’s a most plausible theory upon which to base the collector’s claim 
to price a catalogue, I admit,” said Perf. ‘ Still I contend that in principle 
we have no shadow of right, as buyers, to price the goods we want to buy.” 

Here we left the subject with the understanding that we should return 
to it again, hoping that meanwhile it would be ventilated in the philatelic 
press.

GOVENMENT ISSUES 


THE FRANKLIN CARRIERS’ STAM 


By referring to pages 485 and 486 of Volume X of this journal it will be 
seen that, by Act of Congress, approved March 3rd, 1851, the Postmaster 
General was authorized to prepare postage stamps of such denominations as 
he considered expedient, the carrier's fee was fixed at one cent per letter and 
the streets, avenues, roads and public highways of the cities of New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia and New Orleans were established as post routes and 
letter carriers appointed for service thereon. 

This would appear to constitute the first determined effort on the part 
the Post Office department to take the carrier service into its own hands. In 
pursuance of this intention and by the authority conveyed in the act men 


tioned above, a carriers’ stamp was issued on September 2oth, 1851 This 
stamp is officially described as follows 

ONE CENT CARRIER STamMp.—Profile bust of Franklin, looking to the 
left, on an oval disk, with very dark ground and a distinct white border 


Around this disk is a tessellated frame, separated at the four corners by lathe- 
work rosettes, similar to those in the 12-cent stamp. In straight panels at 


the top and bottom of this frame are the words “CARRIERS” and “STAMP 
respectively, a white star on a dark circle being at the beginning and end of 
each word. The whole is enclosed if a fine single-line rectangle. Color 


indigo-blue, on rose-colored paper. The denomination is not shown 

[he stamps were printed on a soft paper of moderate thickness and 
colored a dull rose 

I have never seen an unused copy with original*egum but I presume the 
stamps had the thick, smooth, brown gum which was used on the other 
stamps of the issues of 1851 and 1857. 

‘The stamps are imperforate and measure 194x24%mm

The date of issue is taken from official records and from the same source 
we learn that the stamp was replaced by the eagle carriers’ stamp on November 
17th, 1851. It does not appear, however, to have been declared obsolete but 
remained available for postage. Copies on the original cover are scarce and 
the postmarks seldom have the year but only the month and day. The only 
complete date I have seen is April 1st, 1854. 

It is said that in the records of the Post Office department it is stated 

‘First carriers’ stamps received from contractors Oct. 21, 1851, 300,000.’ 
Here is, obviously, a mistake. Probably the date should be Sept. 21, 1851. 
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The reports of the Postmaster General do not supply any statistics of the 
quantities of this stamp distributed to postmasters but there appears to have 
been only the one delivery of 300,000 copies to the Post Office department. 
If this entire quantity was distributed to postmasters it is to be doubted that 
all the stamps were issued to the public. The scarcity of copies would lead 
us to conclude that only a limited number were used. Probably, on the 
appearance of the eagle stamp, the remainders were returned to Washington 
and destroyed. 

There was only one plate forthis stamp. It contained two panes of one 
hundred stamps (ten rows of ten stamps each), placed side by side and sepa- 
rated by a single vertical line. The imprint of the contractors appeared at 
each side, about 3mm from the stamps. It read: “Toppan, Carpenter, 
Casilear & Co. BANK NOTE ENGRAVERS. Phila. New York. Boston & 
Cincinnati.” The plate was not numbered. 

The sheets of reprints show the plate to have been damaged at some time 
In the second horizontal row is a large crack extending across eight stamps, four 
on each side of the line which divides the two panes. This crack was prob- 
ably made in heating the plate for printing. Had it occured in the course of 
manufacturing the plate it is safe to conclude that it would have been aban- 
doned and another made to replace it. 

It is understood that this stamp was used only in the cities of Boston, 
New Orleans, New York and Philadelphia. 

A strip of three cancelled copies has been seen. This is supposed to 
have been used instead of a three cent stamp to pay the regular postage. 

Copies of the Franklin and eagle carriers’ stamps are occasionally seen 
printed in brown-orange on a hard white paper, known as “bond” paper. In 
the case of the latter design these are always considered to be proofs, But 
for the former a much more pretentious position has been claimed. I am 
certainly at a loss to understand why one should be held in any more esteem 
than the other, or than proofs of the two stamps in this same color on India 
paper, or proofs of other stamps of the same date on bond paper, for instance 
the five cents of the 1851 issue in various trial colors. 

The claim for the Franklin stamp appears to have originated in the 
following circumstance. In 1869, Dr; H. C. Yarrow, a well-known philate 
list of that period, addressed some inquiries to the Post Office department at 
Washington. In reply he received the following letter from W. M. Ireland, 
chief-clerk to the Third Assistant Postmaster General: (See AMERICAN 
JOURNAL OF PHILATELY, Aug. 20th, 1869, page 93.) 


Post OFFICE DEPARTMENT 
WASHINGTON, August ro, 1869, 


My Dear SIR :—Yours referring to ‘‘ carriers’ stamp” has come to hand. The follow- 
ing is as near a description of it as can be made: Head of Franklin, looking to left ; frame 


oval geometrical lathe work ; ornamental multirayed stars at corners. The word ‘‘ Carriers” 
in straight line at top of stamp ; the word ‘‘Stamp” in straight line at lower margin. A 
five-pointed star at each end of the words, in brackets. Color, ‘“‘ Orvance Brown.” 


Typographed in colors on white paper. Shape upright rectangular. Proofs were issued 
printed in blue on pink paper; also in green and yellow. It was issued about Sept. 209, 
1851, but was suppressed almost immediately, owing to its great similarity to the then three 
cent stamp. Only about 300,0co were ever issued. There is but one specimen, a cancelled 
one, now in possession of the Department. I regret there are none, else you should be 
supplied. The plate was, according to our best information, destroyed after the stamps 
were suppressed.

Upon this mass of misstatements has been based the claim that the orig- 
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inal color of this stamp was brown-orange and that the copies in blue on 
rose-colored paper represent a second printing. 

Who has ever seen a proof of this stamp in blue on pink paper ? 

The statement that about 300,000 were issued is doubtless derived from 
the record of 300,000 copies delivered by the contractors. The improbability 
that so many were issued has already been mentioned 

There may have been a cancelled copy of the brown-orange stamp in the 
possession of the Post Office department at the time this letter was written 
but to-day the official collection contains nothing better than a reprint in blue 
on rose paper. 

As the plate was in existence until August, 1897, the value of the writer’s 
“best information” on that point is small. 

The statement that the stamp was withdrawn on account of its resem- 
blance to the three cent stamp then in current use has been, for many years, 
accepted and repeated without question. There is certainly very little 
resemblance between the two stamps. Had Mr. Ireland said the one cent 
stamp, the resemblance in color and design would have been more apparent. 

All of which is merely additional proof of the too frequent carelessness 
and inaccuracy of official statements. 

From the comments of the editor of the AMERICAN JOURNAL OF 
PHILATELY on the foregoing letter it is evident that he considered the 
impressions in brown-orange to be proofs in a trial color. He says 


‘* We have only been able to see four of these stamps, two of which were blue on pink 
paper, and doth were cancelled, we think by a number of square dots similar to the stamps of 
the French Republic. We took both of these from letters ourselves. Another was printed 
in orange on India paper, and was obtained by the owner direct from the P. O. Department 


at Washington. The remaining one now lies before us, and is printed in brown of the shade 
described in the letter, on similar paper to the 1851 issue U. S. stamps; it is uncancelled, 
The plate from which this one is printed appears to be cracked, the imperfection extending 


across the stamp on a line with the chin of Fanklin.” 


The copy on India paper was, of course, a proof. In a previous para- 
graph I have called attention to the crack in the plate and expressed the 
opinion that it marked a late, rather than an early, state of the plate. If my 
conclusion is correct it would prove that the impressions in brown-orange are 
not the first from the plate. 

In the Stamp Collector's Magazine for May 1870, the well known 
English collector Mr. E. L. Pemberton, writes 


‘“ Recently some half dozen of the rare carrier’s stamp, head of Franklin, unused, 
have appeared they are in dark, rather brown yellow, are ungummed, on tough thinnish 
paper ; whether these are stamps 4s iss ed I do not know, but I have received them some 
time back as proofs. * * * Did the issue consist of orange-brown (or more properly 
brown-yellow) on plain paper, and of blue on pink paper, or of the latter only, all others 


being proofs or specimens I think the latter, because the unused brown-yellow has been 
known for years, as existing in the Ph. collection, and by heresay as described by Levrault 


(p. 111), heading Baltimore, drun rouge sur blanc. As American proof-stamps, or, more 
correctly speaking, the great majority, have been ob ainable at various times, and as the blue 
on pink, which undoubtedly exists as a dona-fide emission, has remained unknown until lately, 


it is more than probable that the only one issued for postage was the blue on pink, others being 
proofs or specimens. 


In addition to all the foregoing we might ask why, if brown-orange was 
the original color, were not the reprints made in that color? 

The only evidence in favor of the brown-orange specimens to which any 
apparent value attaches is found in the ///usiriertes Briefmarken Journal for 
February 2nd, 1895, (page 44) in which a cancelled copy in this color is 
described. On communicating with the author of the article, Mr. Theodore 
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Haas, he very kindly forwarded the stamp for examination. On examining 
carefully the postmark it was possible to discern the letters “zw-ork”, 
following a circular line, and below them “ rep 12". The cancellation is in 
red and is evidently part of the familiar postmark in use in the city of New 
York in 1851 and adjacent years. 

Beyond doubt, the cancellation is genuine. More than this I am not 
willing to admit. One swallow does not make a summer and one cancelled 
copy does not prove a postal issue. I have seen too many cancelled proofs, 
envelope stamps used as adhesives, fiscals used postally, unauthorized bi-sected 
stamps, and similar novelties which have passed through the mails by accident 
or faver, to place much faith in a single example of anything out of the usual. 

It may also be remarked that the date of the cancellation, February 
12th—it must be 1852 or later—is not sufficiently early to serve as an 
argument in favor of priority of the brown-orange color. 

I am not unwilling to be convinced that the brown orange stamp is a 
postage stamp, but the arguments to that effect must be stronger than have 
yet been produced. Until they are forthcoming my conclusion must be that 
the stamp in this color is merely a proof. 

The reprints of the Franklin carrier have been described elsewhere. It 
does not appear to have tempted the counterfeiters. 


THE EAGLE CARRIERS’ STAMP. 


As has been previously stated, the Franklin carriers’ stamp was replaced 
by one of a new design, after it had been in issue only a few weeks This 
change was probably due to the resemblance between the carriers’ stamp and 
the one cent stamp of the then current series. In the AMERICAN JOURNAI 
OF PHILATELY for August 2oth, 1869, we find the following letter concerning 
the new stamp 


Post OFFICE DEPARTMENT. 
FINANCE OFFICE. 


July 30th, 1869 
Sir :—Your communication of the 2oth instant is received. The blue stamp, ‘‘ Eagle 
was used for prepaying city letters delivered by carriers. It was issued about Nov. 17, 1851 
and was withdrawn January 27th, 1852. It was very little used except in Philadelphia, Pa., 


and Cincinnati, Ohio. 
Very respectfully, 
W. H. H. TERRELL,* 
H. C, YARROW, ‘lhird Asst. P. M. General 
New York. 


It is possible that by the date mentioned in this letter (January 27th, 
1852), it had been discovered that the one cent stamp of the regular issue 
could be used for the carriers’ fee as well as a special stamp, and that the 
latter was superfluous. But from the evidence of postmarks we know that the 
eagle stamps continued in use for many years. Perhaps, however, none were 
issued to postmasters after the date given. 

Mr. Tiffany, in his History of the Postage Stamps of the United States, says 


‘* As a matter of fact, however, the published reports of the Postmaster General, show 
that there were issued ;

I must confess that I cannot find these figures in my file of reports of the 
Postmaster General. I do find, however, in the report dated December rst,

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1853, a note of the number of one cent stamps issued in two of these years, 
as follows:

There is nothing to assist us to explain the disagreement in these figures. 
We might reasonably expect the use of one cent stamps of the regular issue 
to greatly exceed that of the carriers’ stamps ; in which case it is not impos- 
sible that Mr. Tiffany's figures are those for the current one cent stamps and 
that the second table covers both those stamps and the carriers’. 

The stamp is thus officially described : 

One Cent Carrier STAMP.—Picture of an eagle on the branch of a 
tree, poised for flight, looking to the left, on an oval disk, partly filled with 
clouds and sunrays. Around this disk is a solid band, separated on the 
right and left sides by a lined panel, and bearing above the words “vu. s. P. 0, 
DESPATCH ”’, and below the words “ PRE-PAID. ONE CENT”, all in white capi- 
tals. Above and below the band, and forming corners to the stamp, are 
laurel and oak leaves, oak to the left and laurel to the right. Color, indigo 
blue. This stamp, unlike all other stamps in the series, is of less height than 
width. 

The stamps were printed on hard white wove paper. The gum 
varied from yellowish to brown. The sheets were divided by vertical and 
horizontal lines into rectangles about 2344x19 mm. 

The stamps were issued imperforate. There is known a copy, on the 
original cover, which has a sort of rough pin perforation, probably made with 
a sewing machine.

The plate contained two panes of one hundred stamps (ten rows of ten 
stamps each), placed one above the other and separated by a space of 11 mm. 
Through the middle of this space was drawn a thin horizontal line. The 
imprint was the same as that on the Franklin carriers’ stamp and was placed 
at the bottom of each pane, about 3 mm. from the stamps. Most of the 
impressions do not show any plate number but a few are known which have 
“No 1” below the letters “en ”’ of “ ENGRAVERS,” in the imprint of the 
upper pane. Until very recently it was believed that this number appeared 
only on the reprints but we now know that it exists on some of the original 
stamps. 

The reprints are described in the chapter devoted to that subject. 

There is only one counterfeit that is at all dangerous. It is lithographed, 
while the originals are finely engraved. It differs from the genuine in many 
minor details, especially the foliage around the oval. There is also a period 
instead of a hyphen, between “ PRE” and “paip”. This counterfeit is found 
both imperforate and perforated.

In going through the many superb specialised collections at the Man- 
chester Exhibition, one is hardly surprised at seeing a goodly number of un- 
catalogued varieties—it could not well be otherwise—and as the opportunity 
of examining such a large and varied assemblage of philatelic treasures is 
but very rarely accorded, I thought it might be of some interest to readers of 
the A. J. of P. to attempt to compile such alist. It is by no means exhaustive 
as, in the time available, it was quite impossible to study each country as 
thoroughly as one would like. 

The numbers in brackets are from the 58th edition of the Standard 
Catalogue. 

LIsT. 

ARGENTINE.—(Mr. T. W. Hall) 1882, %c on 5c vermilion (No. 42) per- 
forated in centre, with error “ PpROVISORIQ.” Do., a pair, one stamp not be- 
ing perforated through the middle.

Small Garter, om white paper, stands out con- 
spicuously, as this variety has always been disputed Mr. White’s copy 
looked quite satisfactory as far as could be seen under the glass 

GrReENADA.—In Mr. L. L. R. Hausburg’s collection, among a great 


number of minor uncatalogued varieties, was a copy of the 4d violet and 
black 1875-8t (No. 9) with value etc. doubly surcharged. 

GUINEA —A specimen of the 1oo reis lilac, 1st issue (No. 5) d ly 
surcharged was included in Mr. J. N. Marsden’s exhibit of this country 


Hayti.—(Mr. T. H. Abbot). In the fine specialised collection of thi 
interesting and much neglected country one notices the 1c, 2c and 3c, 1891 
(Nos. 37-39) imperforate, the 5c orange (No. 41) doubly perforated and

Jamaica.—(Mr, L. L. R. Hausburg). The 2%pon 4p brownish vermilion 
with error “ PENGE,”’ also with error “ PENNY.”

Japan.—Mr. T. Wickham Jones’ fine exhibit of these stamps included 
a pair of the 1 sen blue, 1872-73 on native laid paper (No. 39) perf 
vertically between.

surcharge, printed on both sides.

75 (Nos. 19 and 23) doubly perforated, also the 20 Gre ultramarine 1882-84

lections of Norway in the Exhibition which containted nearly all values 
the early issues in large blocks unused, yet neither of them contained an un- 
used specimen of the 5 dre emerald green 1883-84.

OLDENBURG.—(Mr. M., P. Castle) 1g blue 1860 (No. 13) printed on both 
sides, also a specimen of the 3gr. stone 1862 (No. 28) doubly rouletted ro.

1882 (No. 66) used as 5c on part of original envelope. 

QuEENSLAND.—(Mr. W. Hadlow) 1p orange 1868-75, wmk. Queensland 
and truncated star (No. 40) imperf. vertically between. 

RoumMania.—The following are some of the more prominent among 
many uncatalogued varieties in Mr. W. Dorning Beckton’s exhibit:—pair 3b.

“REPRINTS OF POSTAL ADHESIVE STAMPS.” 
By E. D. Bacon. 


Published by Stanley Gibbons L’t'd., London. 


Philatelists have for sometime felt the need of athorough and comprehen- 
sive work on the subject of reprints. There appears to be a general desire 
to exclude this classs of stamps from collections. We consider this to be 
most commendable except, perhaps, in the case of advanced specialists who 
take reprints only as such and with the idea of comparison and study, A re- 
print filling the place of an original stamp is a detriment to any collection. 

A lack of definite information as to what stamps have been reprinted 
and the characteristics by which they may be distinguished, has made it 
difficult to always exclude these products and has cast doubts upon some stamps 
which are common in unused condition because large stocks of remainders 
have been put on the market. Information of much value on the subject 
of reprints is in existence but it is scattered through philatelic publications 
and, therefore, not in available shape for the average collector and often un- 
known to the more advanced. ‘Two books upon reprints have been published 
before that of Mr. Bacon. The first of these was the German work of Dr. 


Kalckhoff, translated into English by Mr. Harry Hilckes. This was very 


incomplete, both as a list of reprinted stamps and in the way of descriptions 
** Les Reimpressions,” by M. F. Piet-Lataudrie, was an improvement in both 
particulars but, being only published in French, was not available’to exclusiv- 
ly English-speaking collectors.

Mr. Bacon’s book marks another and a distinct advance in this line. It 
lists many varieties the true character of which has not hitherto been reported, 
at least in such a work. The dates and sources of many of these 
products have apparently been carefully investigated. In a few instances, 
Heligoland for example, details have been fully brought out and elaborate 
lists compiled through consulting special works on the subject. It is 
evident that careful attention has been paid to colors and to the 
description of them. This is an important point, since the shades of reprints 
usually differ from those of the original stamps, and often are the only means 
by which the two may be distinguished. The lists of shades of the originals 
in France and some other countries are very useful for comparison. The 
same may be said of the list of colored papers of the 1884 issue of Afghanistan. 

While finding much to praise we must confess to disappointment in some 
features of the book. We think a mistake was made in confining the work 
to adhesive stamps. Many collectors are interested in envelopes and postal 
cards and they naturally desire to know how to tell the reprints of them. 
The number of these is not great nor is their description, as a rule, difficult. 
It would not have involved much labor or increase in the size of the book 
to have included them and thus made it complete 

In Austria we miss any mention of the watermarks of the later reprints. 
These often afford a more reliable means of distinguishing the various reprints 
than do the colors and perforations. In Jummo-Kashmir there exist many 
more shades of the reprints and especially of the: official imitations than are 
listed. 

We were suprised to find several pages devoted to the well known 
counterfeits of Japan but, on turning to the preface, we find they were given 
under the misapprehension that they were official and not of private origin. 

We would have liked much fuller information concerning the reprints of 
Italy and the Roman States but fully appreciate the difficulties which 
confronted the author in these instances. There is need of a careful 
work on the stamps of Italy and the component States of the kingdom and it 
is to be hoped that some specialist will soon undertake the task. 

We think in Prussia should have been included the Fouré reprints of the 
1861-65 issue, made from the duplicate dies kept by the engraver Schilling. 

Under the head of Roumania Mr. Bacon says he fails to find any 
evidence of reprints of the issue of June 1862. We beg to refer him to page 
683 of the “ Catalogue for Advanced Collectors”, where we think good reason 
is given for considering certain impressions of that issue to be reprints. 

We fear collectors of United States stamps will not be pleased to find 
their highly-prized re-issues set forth in this book. But Mr. Bacon explains 
in the preface that such re-issues and special printings are included because 
they seem to have been made for exhibition or philatelic purposes rather 
than for postal needs. 

On the whole we think philatelists will find this a useful and valuable 
book. 
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More Canadian Surcharges. 


DEPARTMENT CIRCULAR, 
SURCHARGE OF UNISSUED REMNANT OF 3c STAMPS 


POST OFFICE DEPARTMENT, CANADA, 


OTTawa, 1st July, 1899 

Owing to the reduction in the Domestic letter rate of postage, the issue 
of the 3c. letter-card, the 3c. stamped envelope and the 3c postage stamp 
from the Department has ceased. Any unused 3c. letter-cards, 3c. stamped 
envelopes or 3c. stamps, still extant, will, however, continue available for 
postage purposes, or may be exchanged at any Post Office, at their full face 
value, for postage stamps of other denominations. 

The colour of the Domestic-rate postage stamp, as prescribed by the 
Universal Postal Union, is red, and it is intended to discontinue the issue of 
the ordinary two-cent purple coloured stamps as soon as the present supply 
on hand is exhausted. This will be about the 2oth July, 1899 Thereafter 
the Department will issue two-cent stamps in red, first, however, surcharging 
down to two cents the unissued remnant of three-cent stamps in red now in 
the possession of the Department, and as soon as the supply of such sur- 
charged /hrees is exhausted, the issue of two-cent stamps in red will begin. 
The surcharged stamps will be issued to Postmasters as 2c. postage stamps and 
be recognized as stamps of that denomination. 

Postmasters are requested to exchange, as above mentioned, all unused 
3c. letter-cards, 3c. stamped envelopes and 3c. stamps which may be offered 
them to be exchanged for other postage stamps of an equal value. 

Postmasters, who as a result of such exchange, may find the 3c. stamps, 
&c., unsaleable, are at liberty, in the case of an Accounting Post Office, to 
send them direct to the Department for credit ; and in the case of a Won- 
accounting Post Office, to send them to the City Post Office from which it 
obtains its supplies, asking in lieu of those returned other stamps to an equal 
value. 

It is especially requested that, in the case of stamps sent direct to the 
Department, under this authority, that is to say, dy Accounting Post Offices — 
Postmasters will be so good as to carry out the following instructions :— 

(1) Each transmission should be registered, and accompanied with a 
brief memorandum, plainly stamped with the date stamp of the Post Office, 
and indicating the number and value of the 3c. stamps, &c., claimed to be 
enclosed. If other stamps are required to replace those returned, a separate 
requisition therefor (not enclosed in the package) should be sent direct to 
the Department in the usual way. 

(2) Single stamps, and stamps that are not in complete sheets, should be 
pasted on alternate pages of separate sheets of paper with not more than one hun- 
dred stamps on each page. Any stamps that have stuck together whilst in the 
possession of the Postmaster, must be taken apart (which can easily be done 
by immersing them for a few minutes in water) and then pasted on sheets of 
paper as above directed. 

Postmasters of Won-Accounting Offices are particularly asked to bear 
in mind that any 3c. letter-cards, 3c. stamped envelopes or 3c. postage stamps 
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which, comformably to this instruction, they may receive from the public in 
exchange for other stamps and find unsaleable, must be returned, as above 
directed, to the City Post Offices from which they respectively obtain their sup- 
plies, and not to the Department. 

As only the unissued remnant of 3c. stamps now in the Department will be 
surcharged, Postmasters must not send in, with a view to their surcharge, any 
3c. stamps in their possession, nor accept 3c. stamps from the public for that 
purpose. 

Postmasters must distinctly understand that the exchange of stamps 
herein permitted applies ov/y to the 3c. letter-card, the 3c. stamped envelope 
and the 3c. postage stam;

The Surcharged Stamps of Puerto Principe. 


When compiling the list of these interesting stamps, which we published 
in our July number, we were rather puzzled by the fact that the 1 CENTS on 
1 milesima orange brown bore the wide surcharge, instead of the narrow, 
which appeared on the 1 CENT variety. As no other printing of 1c stamps 
was known to us than that which took place in the first instance, we thought 
it best to place the variety under the first issue although we felt doubtful in 
regard to its proper position. / Curtoso Americano, a journal published in 
Havana, in its number for July 15, 1899, publishes a long article on these 
stamps which resolves our doubts on the question of the particular variety 
referred to. It states that after printing the 3 centavos on 1 milesima orange 


brown, on December 27, 1898, the numeral was changed from 3 to 1, and the 
fact that the word was spelled CENTS was overlooked and hence the existence 
of this variety. Although we had had no previous information of a second 


printing of the 1 centavo stamps, we can well understand that such a second 
printing took place as the 1 centavo stamp of the first printing is extremely 
rare, and we assume that practically the entire supply was used up for newspa- 
per postage and it soon became apparent that a further lot was necessary 
The article to which we refer is very complete in its details, but the author is 
evidently not aware of the existence of the 5 centavos on 2 milesimas orange 
brown, which must have been printed together with the first issue as the 
surcharge is of the same type as the remainder of that series. It further 
appears that the supplies of green and brown milesimas stamps and of black 
violet 1 centavo stamps were purchased by General Carpenter from the 
Director of the Spanish Bank, which held in trust all stamps issued under the 
Spanish regime. The author of the article also makes a slight change from 
our figures in the quantity printed of the 3 centavos on 1 centavo black 
violet, of the issue of December 27, reducing our figures from 3,000 to 2,000 
He also includes in his list the 3 centavos on 4 and 8 milesimas green, but 
we still doubt that these varieties ever existed.

CrETE.—Mr. V. Gurdji sends us the following information in regard t® 
some provisional stamps of Crete which have not been chronicled by us 
We publish his letter exactly as sent to us 

“ Thinking it might interest the readers of your philatelic paper, I here- 
with give you a description of the provisional stamps of Crete. For the city 
of, Erakleon* two values were issued, viz: 1o paras light brown on white and 
20 paras rose on white. Stamps measure 27 mm. square with Greek borders 
ornaments in four corners, and the following inscription in Greek around a 
circle : ‘Proserenon Taxidromion Erakleon,’ translated—Provisional stamp 
of Erakleon—and in the center of the circle ‘ 10 parades ,’ or 10 paras, equal 
to about 2 cents. The other value has exactly the same inscription, except 
‘20 parades’ or 20 paras. Both values are surcharged or cancelled in black, 
partly on stamps and partly on envelope, with the Greek word ‘ Erakleon’ 
Stamps are perf. 11%. 

I also give you the description of two stamps issued by the Russian Pro- 
visional Government of Rethymo, Crete: 1 Metalik—about 5c, green on 
white paper and 2 Metalik blue on white. The stamps are oblong 34x23 mm 
Perf. 114%. The design in the center consists of a trident surrounded by an 
oval with Greek letters : ‘ Proserenon Taxidromion Rethymis’ (Provisional 
stamp of Rethymo). Value in figures in four corners in a small circle, and 
the word Metalik in a band at the bottom. Both values are surcharged in 
blue, with the arms of Russia in a small circle.”’ 


Hayti1.—A discovery of real importance has been made by Mr. Moens 
the benefit of which is given to the public in a recent number of the Zimdr: 
Posie. For years all cataloguers have recognized the perf. 14 and perf. 16 
varieties of the 1883 issue, and Mr. Moens now proves almost beyond

SoutTH AUsSTRALIA.—The following cutting from the Zvening Journal 

of this Colony for April 26th shows that changes are to be expected shortly. 
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We quite agree with what is said about the inconvenient size and shape of 
the 44d stamp. 

“Very soon the public will find a change in the color of their postage 
stamps. This will be in pursuance of a resolution of the International Postal 
Conference, held at Washington, in June, 1897. The 2%d stamp will be- 
come a dark blue, the 1d stamp will appear in red, and the %d stamp will 
be in green.

This appears to us to be printed from a plate en- 
graved in fai/le-douce, but as we have at present only seen one copy we are 
unable to state whether there are varieties of type on the sheet, such as we 
should expect to find in astampthus produced. The paper appears to be 
wove, and the perforation gauges about 14.”

“ Duttia.— Messrs. Whitfield King & Co. send us specimens of a new set 
ting of the type with English inscription. The name is spelt “ purria’’, and 
the inscription is in sans-serif capitals instead of Roman. The stamps are 
printed in strips of eight, produced, we suppose, by stereotypes taken from a 
single setting of each value, as each impression is not struck singly, as in the 
previous editions, and yet there are no distinct varieties. Surrounding each 
strip of eight is the impression, also in d/ack, of a notched rule, producing 
printed rouletting, the stamps remaining imperforate vertically except the 
outside edge of each row. The paper is wove for all these values.”’

No stock of unused 
English stamps is kept in South Africa for surcharging purposes, which is 
always done in London, where of course such provisionals would never be 
made. If any need should arise for provisionals, they would be made either 
from the surcharged stamps already in use or from Cape Colony st imps, as 
the stock of stamps for the Bechuanaland Protectorate is kept at Cape Town. 
But the most convincing proof of the bogus nature of the stamp is the can- 
cellation, ‘ L. V.’ in a triangle, which is neither more or less than the Liver- 
pool postmark for newspapers and printed matter.”
